Fully two thousand people ''ttended 
the concert in the Drill hall last evening 
in aid of the Mansion House fund, and 

listened to as oxcellciit n proKramme as 
ever delighted iiu luulii'iico in Viotoriii. 
The entertainineiit beinj,' of a patriotic 
cliaractnr, the larfic iiuinlxT in atti'nd- 
niice exlilbited rousing cntliusinsm, ami 
ill spile of the IcuKth of tlic progranniie 
demanded in an niimistakalik' maimer 
ji'oalla a);aiii iiiui .-i^jain. ThiTo was also 
a cheerful di^posilioii on the part of the 
aiidicaii.'c to do thpir portion on tho pro- 
u'raainic, and some of tlio clioruKes, par- 
ticularly " Till' Soldiers of tlio Qneon," 
xuii^' witli a sjiirit that uiilnniiuk'd 
cnthusiaHin alone can fiivc. 

Tlio poniniittop in cliarKu of tlu> fund 
liave shown tliom.sol%-of; very fertile in 
resonr<!es, tiavin? devised several ways 
in which the linaiiiMal licart of the auiii- 
inco could lie touched, and a sul>stantial 
sum eollectod to swell tho city's contribu- 
tion to Che grand fund now beins raised 
by a grateful country in aid of relatives 
of soldiers now lightiuf: her hattlpH. 
Among these plans niiKht be not<>cl tlint 
in which a poem ooniiwsed by Captain 
("live Phillipps-Wolley, entitled "A 
Stteteh of the Boor," sold Hlce hot-cakes, 
as much as $30 being realized in this 
single venture. Unfortunately tlie print- 
«'d programmes were n trifle late in ar- 
riving, but tho prompt manner in wliieh 
they were distributed more than made 
up for the delay. 
The platform on which the performers 
-♦^tood was practically the same as at the 
previous Mansion House fund concert, 
with the exception, perhaps, that a larfie 
draped oil paintin;: of the Queen was 
piii'iccd in a coinmiindini: position above 
it. 

The first number on the proRramnie, 
as announced by Lieut. -Col. Gregory, the 
^•hairman, consisted of tho two spirit- 
stirring selections, "The British Grena- 
diers," and "The Red, White and Blue," 
by the combined Fiftli Itoginient and 
Flagship bands. Tlie natural combina- 
tibn of the army and navy was provocat- 
ive of the greatest entliusinsm, while 
these two intensely patriotic numbers 
•were played with a vigor that appealed 
to every Saxon heart. 

"When the npplauso which greeted these 
iiunrliers had subsided. Mayor Redfcrn 
took the opportunity of making a short 
address, denliiif; mainly on the all-im- 
Ijorlant object for which the entertain- 



ment was given. When the war first 
commenced there were certain people 
who imagined that campaigning in tho 
Transvaal would b« a picnic, but the 
latest reports from the base o£ opera- 
tions have amply demonstrated that war, 
is by no means a picnic, but a dreadful 
reality. A few days ago a telegram was 
received anueuuciug tho nrrivnj of the 
Canadian contingent in South Africa, 
and to-day word had been received to 
tho effect that the contingent had been 
moved toward tho scene of operations, 
and would take their places among tho 
soldiers of the Queen in maintaining the 
doiiiiuion of the British Kinpire in 
Soutli Africa. (.Vpplauso). Mayor Ued- 
fern, coiitinuius, imprivised upon tlio 
audience the main object for which the 
concert was held, and asked all for a 
goncronM contribution in aid of the 
mothei-s, wives and daughters oi; tlmse 
who were so nobly fighting for their 
Queen and country. (Applause). 

Jlr. Herbert Kent's baritone was tlien 
heard to splendid udvantaRo in (a) "Tlie 
l)eatlde.s.s Army," and (h) " John Bull's 
Children." 

The next selection, "Iteminiscences ot 
liJngland," was rendered iby the ilng- 
shi]) band in a manner which called forth 
a hiMUty encore, generously resiK)n<ied ki. 
Then came tho recital of Capt. Wooley's 
spleiulid patriotic 'ballad, "The Sea 
(jneou Wakes," by Mrs. Tomkinson, who 
met with a rousing reception. Mrs. 
Tomkinson recited, bv wav of an cii- 
I'ori', "A liiltle Boy" in Blur'." Jliss 
L. Lowen and Miss Pricn- wen- respon- 
sible for a treat for the auilieiici? in their 
rendition of (a) "After the Frnv" and 
tb) ".Ma Honey That I Love so" Well," 
to an orchestral accompaniment, their 
voices blending most sweetly. 

"Sons of the Sea" was rendered by 
Mr. ,1. S. Brown in i\ robust manner, 
tolloweil by one of tlu' gejiis of tile even- 
ing—the rendition of the alwavs jiopular 
■'Soldiers of the (Jueeii," by" Miss lO. 
Lonibard in tile costuiiie of "one of the 
soldiers." The eiitliiisiasni during this 
iiiiiiiber was widespread, the public tak- 
ing tip the chorus with much gusto, the 
e.vciti'inent being inteiisilied by tlii' re- 
moval of a scriH'U. disclosing ii miin- 
ber of rejiresentative .soldiers of I he 
(,!uceii in "battle array." 

Gunner U, O. Clarke" gave the audi- 
ence a realistic idea of how the Briti.sh 
soliliers wore dealing with the Boors, 
in an exiiibition of sword ami lunce ex- 
ercise. 

'i'lii' audience was allowed to disjilay 
their generosity and patriotism to the 
utmost during the next ninnlier--lhc re- 
cital of the "Al)sent-Minded Beggar," by 
Mrs. Toinpkinson. The resjioiise to tin' 
appealing "Pay! pay! pay!" was prompt 
and substantial, a perfect shower of 
I'oius descending on the canvas li(d<l 
especially fur tlie puriKise Of receiving 
them. In the meantime three little 
Misses I'anIa Irving, Oiivc Peters and 
Helen I'l-lers went around among the 
andii'iioe with tambourines, and the coil- 
tribulioiis increased a(!cordingly. 

The stirring- martial melody, '"The 
Soldiers' f'bonis," from "Faust," was 
given witli great vim and spirit by the 
Aridii ("Uib. and the llagsliiii band again 
deliglite<l all with selections from "(.'av- 
allcria Kusticana." 

.V particularly pleasing luimber Avas 
the rendition of (a) "The Powder Mon- 
key" and (b) "Annie Ijaurie," with its 
rousing <.'hoi-us, by the Misses Lugriii. 
"The Soldier's Farewell" was most iie- 
ceptahly sung by Messrs. Kent, (loward, 
Woilnston and Worlock, and .Mr. V. Tif- 
roy gave in a rousing stylo "A Soldier 
and a M^an." "The Maple Leof" and 
"Uiile Britannia," by the com'hined 
bands, and 'then the national anthem by 
overybod.v, brought a most attractive 
jind patriotic programme to a close. 

That the concert was a huge success 



goes without saying, but perhaps the 
information that ^714.40 was realized at 
tho drill hall, not including the sale of 
ti<'ket8 previous to the i>crformancc, will 
make the fuct moru apparent.
